10. Invites the States members of the Arab League 
ant the Jewish and Arab authorities in Palestine to 
communicate their acceptance of this resolution to the 
Security Council not later than 6 p.m.

At its 311th meeting, on 2 June 1948, the Council 
decided to authorize the LJnited Nations Mediator in 
Palestine, as suggested in his telegram dated 2 June 
1948, 28 to set the date on which the truce was to go 
into effect, in consultation with the two parties and 
the Truce Commission, and agreed that the time lapse 
before the truce went into effect should be as short 
as possible.
